HITLER AND THE JEWS 

One can but view with sadness the ac- 
tivities of the new Chancellor of the Ger- 
man government, with regard to the 
treatment of the Jews. God having sworn

that has been so remarkably fulfilled re- 
gardless of the sins of that nation, we 
can but feel that to persecute the Jews 
is to invite the judgments of God. The 
Jews may turn atheist and forsake God, 
but the Abrahamic covenant is based up- 
on the faithfulness and love of God for 
its fulfillment, and since this is the case 
God will not forsake the Jew until He 
has restored him the promise made unto 
their forefathers. According to the Liter- 
ary Digest and world current news, the 
brutalities on many pious Jews are little 
less than ridiculous. Certainly nothing 
good can come to that nation that will 
add to the rivers of blood that have flow- 
ed from the veins of the Jewish nation. 
All efforts to exterminate the Jew will 
end in judgment and failure. It is report- 
ed that at the time of the destruction of 
the Temple by Titus in 70 A. D. there 
were 4,000,000 Jews. This number had 
decreased between that date and 1170

To the Church of God in _ Virginia, 
greetings. The mission offerings are be- 
ing neglected by many churches and pas- 
tors, and I am sure if you knew how 
great the need for aid in that particular 
way, you would do something to assist 
the work, if not all that you could. 

I believe we have as good people in 
Virginia as you can find anywhere, but 
as St. Peter found it needful to stir up 
the minds of the early church on certain 
matters, even so it is essential to stir up 
your pure minds in the evening time con- 
cerning mission needs. 

Now the ruling of the Assembly is that 
you raise an amount equal to five per 
cent of the tithes paid in, and send ore 
half to the General Secretary at Cleve- 
land, Tenn., to be used for foreign mis- 
sions, and the other half to the home mis- 
sion treasurer in your state, to be used 
for work in the sitaie. 

Now many of the churches, especially 
in the western part of the state, do not 
pay any tithes at all; but surely any 
church that will try, can raise as much 
as one dollar a month for missions. You 
are supposed to set apart one Sunday in 


each month for missions, and if you 
would give a little I am sure the out- 
side friends would give some, and it 


should be a very easy matter to raise 
one dollar a month. If we did only that, 
we would have about twenty-four dollars 
a month to use in the state of Virginia 
and that same amount to send to Head- 
quarters. But the way it is just drifting 
we will be ashamed to face our own rec- 
ord at the State and General Assembly. 


Therefore, I make this special appea 
to you. Please appoint a missionary com 


mittee, or an individual to see that the 
above amount is raised, for in our an- 
nual report we will give credit to whom 
credit is due and honor to whom honor 
is due, so let us start in now, and each 
church try to raise as much as one dollar, 
and all over that will be greatly appre- 
ciated, but we can raise that much with- 
out oppressing any one, if we try. So let 
us begin now and do it in April and each

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“When “ill the Rapture “ake Place? 


HAPTERS two and three of Revela- 
tion give a prophet'c barometer of 
the spiritual temperaments of the Church 
which teachers conclude covers the eén- 
tire age of grace. 
THE PICTURE ENDS 

This prophetic picture ends with the 
Laodicean church mentioned last. At the 
door of this church Christ is seen stand- 
ing knocking for entrance, that He may 
save those who though “rich” with world- 
ly possessions are nevertheless poor and 
in the depths of poverty from a spiritual 
standpoint. Christ isn’t found so situated 
in other of these church pictures or pe- 
riods; He has some word of comfort, 
some word of praise or encouragement 
for all others. He, who in verses twelve 
and thirteen of the first chapter, was 
seen among the churches or candlesticks 
and therefore engaged in directing and 
aiding them as He held in His hand the 
“angel” or ministers of the churches, has, 
during the passing of the age of grace, 
by the time the age is reached, been 
forced by “lukewarmness” from within 
the rank of the candlesticks to without 
where He stands and asks that He may 
again reenter. His faithfulness as a com- 
passionate and merciful High Priest 
warns, holding out at the same time a 
promise for the “overcomer.” 

A VAST DIFFERENCE 

Is manifested between the promise to 
keep from “the hour of temptation” as 
promised to the Philadelphian church, 
and knocking for admittance and privi- 
lege to again reenter the Laodicean 
church. 

A STARTLING CHANGE TAKES 

PLACE 

Passing quickly from a picture where- 
in stands the patient waiting Christ, 
knocking for entrance at the heart’s door 
of the Laodiceans, the apoclyptic seer ex- 
claims, “Behold, a door was opened in 
heaven;” and the seer is invited to, 
“Come up higher, and I will shew thee 
things which must come to pass _here- 
after.” He tells us that, “Immediately I 
was in the Spirit: and, behold, a throne 
was set in heaven, and one sat upon it.” 
Are we not to gather from the change of 
the position of the enrapt seer that he is 
representative of the raptured Church 
through “the open door in heaven.”

THE THRONE AND THE TWENTY- 
FOUR ELDERS 

Surrounding this throne whereupon 
“one sat,” the description of which agrees 
with the Old Testament theophanies of 
God himself, there is a corps of four and 
twenty elders sitting. In verse 9 to 11 
both the living ones mentioned in preced- 
ing verses and the elders who have by 
this time been “crowned” are found “fall- 
en down before him that sat on the 
throne,” bowing themselves in worship, 
casting their “crowns before the throne 
saying, Thou art worthy, O Lord, to re- 
ceive glory and honor and power: for 
thou hast created all’ things, and for thy 
pleasure they are and were created.” It 
is obviously pictured here that the beasts 
or living ones and the crowned elders are 
redeemed subjects. It is therefore logical 
to assert that the rapture has taken place 
and that the redeemed saints and Church 
is now in the heavenly clime and on a 
joyous occasion afforded simply because 
they are or have been redeemed and rap 
tured to the piace of this glorious and 
heavenly throne. 

REDEMPTION PARTLY BEGUN 
CALLS FOR THE GOAL 

Redemption that has been partly com- 
pleted to the extent of the rapture of the 
saints, suddenly takes on a new and ad- 
vanced stage as an angel proclaiming 
“with a loud voice” calls for some one to 
take from the right hamd of him who sit- 
teth upon the throne the seven sealed 
book. It would seem that for the joyous 
occasion and to afford the God of all 
creatures living that He should be first 
worshiped as has been previously men- 
tioned, that, Christ the Lamb who had 
by His death prevailed to open the book; 
and who had for a short time disappear- 
ed from view among the beasts and eld- 
ers, now advanced to take the seven seal- 
ed book out of the hand of “God” that 
He may now proceed with an advance 
upon the redemptive scheme. Therefore, 
“He came and took the book out of the 
right hand of him that sat upon the 
throne.” And when He had _ taxen the 
book the four beasts and the four and 
twenty elders fell down before the Lamb. 
It must be here noticed that the worship 


and adoration accorded unto God in 
chapter four and verse ten, is likewise 
here accorded to Christ the Lamb. There 
is however, an advance and an introduc- 
tion of new and added features such as 
are suitable to such an occasion. Particu- 
larly all this vast company has “every one 
of them harps, and golden vials full of 
odors, which are the prayers of all saints. 
And they sung a new song, saying, Thou 
art worthy to take the book, and to open 
the seals thereof: for thou wast slain, 
and hast redeemed us to God by thy blood 
out of every kindred, and tongue, and 
people, and nation; and hast made us un- 
to our God kings and priests: and we 
shall reign on the earth.” 
A HEAVENLY SCENE 

Are we not to see in this a heavenly 
scene, and that the rapture has already 
taken place? How can we interpret the 
Word of God on any cither basis. than 
tnat, when it tells us that “a throne was 
set in heaven” before which the beasts, 
the elders, and people from “every kin- 
dred, and tongue, and people, and nation” 
prostrate themselves in worship? These 
have been rapiured and are now in heav- 
en glorifying God and the Lamb for their 
redemption thus far and for anticipated 
victories not yet fulfilled and which will 
not be until the great tribulation breaks 
the power and yoke of the Antichrist off 
the inhabitants of the land and Christ re- 
turns and sets up His millennial king- 
dom. Redemption in verses eleven and 
twelve of this fifth chapter rushes head- 
on in its fulfillment and brings added 
praise and exultation as Christ the slain 
Lamb receives “power, riches, wisdom, 
strength, honor, glory, and blessing” that 
He may carry out God’s plan in depos- 
ing the armies of the Antichrist and re- 
turning the royal grant of Abraham un- 
to the Jews, and sets up His heavenly 
kingdom. 

THE TRIBULATION BEGINS 

This heavenly scene described in chap- 
ters four and five tells us of the heaven- 
lv choruses and plans for advancement 
of the kingdom of heaven upon earth.The 
Church not being mentioned again in the 
book of Revelation, seems to indicate that 
it has been raptured as is also further at- 
tested by its presence in heaven itself. 
After this chapter of heavenly mention

follows those judgments that are particu- 
larly designed to crush the tyrants of 
earth’s rule and bring subjection unto 
God’s appointed heir. Accordingly we 
have the breaking of the seven seals 
which introduces and advances the tribu- 
lation. 
GREAT BABYLON 

Judgments of various kinds and of 
different administrations fill the scene 
from the beginning of the sixth chapter 
of Revelation to the end of the nineteenth 
chapter. Of course there are judgments 
mentioned later but of a different econ- 
omy. With no mention of the Church arf- 
ter the third chapter, what right have 
we to expect in the face of the evidences 
already submitted that it is left behind 
to go through the tribulation? Then fol- 
lows lastly the judgments of God upon 
Great Babylon the Mother of Harlots as 
mentioned in Revelation seventeenth to 
nineteenth chapters. Resulting from the 
previous mentioned judgments, we find 
in the nineteenth chapter that the same 
elders mentioned before in chapter five 
and “much people in heaven” are found 
in extatic praise and exultation because 
the marriage of the Lamb has come and 
“his wife has made herself ready.” Then 
follows the benediction upon those who 
are bidden to the marriage of the Lamb 
in verse nine. We must certainly see this 
blessed and happy company as the rap- 
tured Church now in heaven, while judg- 
ments deluge the earth. We must equally 
believe that the marriage of the Lamb 
and the marriage supper will occur in 
heaven and not on earth. 

CHRIST’S RETURN TO EARTH 

After the marriage of the Lamb and 
the marriage refreshments are over 
Christ and His victorious army are seen 
in verses eleven to fourteen departing 
from heaven for earth to give the death 
dealing blow to the Antichrist and his 
armies. In the light of the foregoing it 
is lucidly set forth in unmistakable tenor 
that the rapture will occur before and 
not after the tribulation. It is equally and 
soberly advanced, and upon the same 
ground in question, that it does not oc- 
cur during or in the middle of the tribu- 
lation. 

THE OUTCALLING 

The outcalling of today is to prepare 
the Church for the “outcatching” at the 
descension of Christ. 

THE MANNER OF HIS COMING 

“For the Lord himself shall descend 
from heaven with a shout, with the voice 
of the archangel, and with the trump of 
God: and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first. At His coming for the church we 
are not to think that he comes to earth. 
So many confuse His coming into mid 
air when the church is raptured to meet 
Him, with his coming to earth to estab- 
lish his kingdom. The latter is describ- 
ed in Rev. 1:7 when both saint and sin- 
ner shall behold Him. Simultaneous with 
His latter coming Zech. 14:4 is in fulfill- 
ment. He comes upon the world of un- 
godly who are themselves dead in sin 
and trespasses, and are therefore asleep, 
without knowledge of the event of the 
rapture. However, at His latter coming 
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to set up His kingdom they “weep and 
wail because of Him.” 
THE CATCHING UP 

“Then we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with them in 
the clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: 
and so shall we ever be with the Lord.” 
This statement is clear and_ concise. 
Christ does not at the rapture come to 
the earth, but the saints “meet him in 
the air.” Compare 1 Thess. 4:17 where 
His first coming is in view, and Zech. 
14:4 where the recurrence is in manifes- 
tation. The Greek word used for caught 
up is “harpadzo” and means to take away 
by force, to seize, to convey away sud- 
denly. It is the word used of a thief when 
he steals or where drastic action is used. 
The world has no choice in the matter. 
It is a “seizing” of that which is Christ’s 
by Him who descends to “transport sud- 
denly” His own treasure to the heavens 
where the raptured saints will remain af- 
ter the marriage of the Lamb and the re- 
freshments, who will in turn follow 
Christ upon white horses to set up His 
millennial kingdom. Then Rev. 1:7 and 
Zech. 14:4 will have their fulfillments in 
progressive order. He that hath wrought 
us for the selfsame thing is God. Where- 
fore comfort one another with these 
words. Are you ready for the rapture?

ing.—Text: 5:27. 

We have before us here in the fifth 
chapter of Daniel the story of Belshaz- 
zar, the king of Babylon, and his destiny, 
which should be an outstanding warning 
or signal light to this ungodly age and 
generation, for Belshazzar with his un- 
godly host was participating in the thing 
(ungodly feast) that is damning the mi:- 
lions of today. Reveling is one of the 
sevenieen evils of the flesh spoken of by 
St. Paul in Gal. 5:19-21. They which do 
such things shall not inherit the king- 
dom of God. The results will be, weighed 
in the balances and found wanting. Re- 
veling or ungodly feasting is one of the 
signs of the second coming of Jesus. 
Matt. 24:37-39, “But as the days of Noe 
were, so shall also the coming of the Son 
of man be. For as in the days that were 
before the flood they were eating and 
drinking, marrying and giving in mar- 
riage, until the day that Noe entered in- 
to the ark, and knew not until the flood 
came and took them all away; so shall 
also the coming of the Son of man be.” 


Belshazzar made a great feast to a 
thousand of his lords, and drank wine 
before the thousand. While he tasted the 
wine he commanded to bring the golden 
and silver vessels (holy vessels), that he, 
and his princes, his wives, and his con- 
cubines, might drink in them and praise 
the gods of gold and silver, etc. He knew 
better than to bring these holy vessels 
into that ungodly feast. But as Isaiah 
prophesied, “They also have erred (gone 
wrong) through wine, and through strong 
drink,” Isa. 28:7. The same is true today, 
men and women and even girls are walk- 
ing after the lust of the flesh, eating, 
drinking, smoking, cursing, and _ blas- 
pheming the name of God at their parties. 
The results will be at last, weighed in the 
balances and found wanting. You may 
speak to them about it and most general- 
ly in reply they will say, “It is nobody’s 
business but mine. I am a man (or a wo- 
man) of my own. I will do as I please 
to do.” No doubt Belshazzar, that dread- 
ful night for him, said the same thing, if 
not in word he did in deed, just before 
the handwriting appeared on the wall— 
“Thou art weighed in the balances and 
found wanting.” The vessels were brought 
according to his command, and he, his 
princes, his wives, and his concubines 
did drink in them, and praised the geds 
of gold and silver, etc. But as the feast 
went on in the midst of it the king’s at- 
tention was drawn by the mysterious 
hand (hand of God) that wrote. His 
countenance was changed and his 


thoughts troubled him. His knees smote 
one against another. Then and there it 
was that he found it was some one else’s 
business besides his and there was yet 
some existing being whose power and au- 
thority was greater than his. So it will be

Heb. 10:1 tells us that the law was a 
shadow of good things to come, so the 
house of God back there from which 
those holy vessels were brought was a 
type of the house of God of today, wnicn 
is the Church of the living God, the pillar 
and ground of the truth (1 Tim. 3:15). 
Those vessels that were in the house of 
God back there were a type of the vessels 
we are to be in the house of God, tne 
Church, to glorify Him, and we aren’t our 
own but created for His glory, not vw 
drink, to curse, to blaspheme, but vessels 
to be purged for His service. 2 Tim. 2:21, 
“If a man therefore purge himself from 
these, he shall be a vessed unto honor, 
sanctified and meet for the master’s 
use;” to honor God and not to dishonor 
Him. Oh, how hurtful it is to see how 
men and women are dishonoring Him 
today with their vessels! 1 Thess. 4:3, 4, 
“For this is the will of God, even your 
sanctification, that ye should abstain 
from fornication: that every one of you 
should know how to possess his vessel 
in sanctification and honor.” We are not 
to drink and commit fornication with our 
vessels (bodies) but thru sanctification 
to abstain. So it is to be plainly seen by 
the foregoing scriptures that we are the 
vessels for the house of God of today. 
The price has been paid to purge and con- 
secrate us for the will of God. 1 Cor. 
6:19, “What? know ye not that your body 
is the temple (or vessel) of the Holy 
Ghost which is in you, which ye have of 
God, and ye are not your own?” V. 20. 
“For ye are bought with a price: there- 
fore glorify God in your body (vessel), 
and in your spirit, which are God’s.” 

The multitudes that have gone wrong 
in drinking strong drinks, committing 
fornication, and adultery, blaspheming 
God, soon their race will be run, their 
course finished, and they will fall upon 
God’s balances and their eternal cry will 
be, “Lost; weighed in the balances and 
found wanting!” and they will be con- 
vinced of their eternal need of God. When 
they come to die their countenance will 
be changed, their thoughts will trouble 
them, the thought of being lost eternally. 
Heb. 10:31, “It is a fearful thing to fall 
into the hands of the living God.” We 
are told by Paul, Rom. 1:25 that they 
will change the truth of God into a lie. 
They say that God did not create man, 
that man has no immortal soul, and that 
there is no hereafter, thus changing the 
truth of God into a lie and worshipping 
and serving the creature (man) more 
than the Creator (God). 

When Belshazzar had finished his 
course and the handwriting appeared on 
the wall of his palace, there he sat in as- 
tonishment gazing upon the writing, and 
tho’ he was a very learned man, highly 


educated in that day, he could not read 
a single word of the writing. Some will 
say, “Away with that unknown writing, 
and unknown talking.” They say, “Why 
don’t the educated and doctors of divin- 
ity generally understand and accept it?” 
Matt. 11:25, the words of Jesus, “At that 
time Jesus answered and said, I thank 
thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and earth, 
because thou hast hid these things from 
the wise and prudent, and hast revealed 
them unto babes.” These things are to 
be revealed by God for they are His 
mysteries. 1 Cor. 14:2, “He that speak- 
eth in an unknown tongue speaketh not 
unto men, but unto God: for no man 
understandeth him; howbeit in the spir- 
it he speaketh mysteries.” 

We see when Belshazzar failed to read 
or understand the writing he cried aloud 
to bring in the astrologers, the Chal- 
deans, and soothsayers. The astrologers 
were those who could forecast events to 
come by means of the stars, etc. The king 
said to his wise men, “Whosoever shall 
read this writing, and shew me the inter- 
pretation thereof, shall be clothed with 
scarlet, and have a chain of gold about his 
neck, and shall be the third ruler in the 
kingdom.” The wise men came but they 
could not read the writing (unknown), 
nor make known to the king the inter- 
pretation thereof. In the face of all their 
wisdom and tho’ they could read the face 
of the skies, yet they could not read the 
writing on the wall, but the writing was 
God’s realities. (This reminds me of what 
Jesus said to the Pharisees and Sad- 
ducees in Matt. 16:3, “O ye hypocrites, 
ye can discern the face of the sky; out 
can ye not discern the signs of the 
times”?) Then the king’s lords were as- 
tonished. But thank God, He had a man 
in reserve in whom was the Spirit of the 
Holy God (living God), whom Nebuchad- 
nezzar had made master of the wise men 
of Babylon for an excellent spirit was 
found in him. The queen said, “Call this 
same Daniel and he will read the writing 
and show the interpretation thereof.” 
Daniel was brought and the king related 
to him how the wise men had failed to 
show him the interpretation, but that he 
had heard that he had excellent wisdom 
and if he would read the writing and tell 
him the meaning thereof he would great- 
ly reward him, That humble Spirit-filled 
man of God said to the king, “Let thy 
gifts be to thyself, and give thy rewards 
to another; yet I will read the writing 
unto the king. Why could Daniel read 
the writing? Because it was written by 
his Father’s finger, therefore, the writ- 
ing was familiar to him; so the inter- 
pretation came. Daniel told him how he 
had failed to humble himself and how he 
had lifted up himself against the Lord of 
heaven and had praised the gods of gold 
and of silver, and in conclusion Daniel 
said, “This is the writing that was writ- 
ten, MENE, MENE, TEKEL, UPHAR- 
SIN. This is the interpretation of the 
thing: MENE; God hath numbered thy 
kingdom, and finished it. TEKEL; Thou 
art weighed in the balances, and art 


found wanting. PERES; Thy kingdom is 
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divided, and given to the Medes and Per- 
sians.” 

The king had finished his career, came 
to the end of his journey, all opportuni- 
ties forever gone, and yet found wanting. 
What did he want? More silver and gold? 
No! Authority? No! More concubines? 
No! More wine to drink? No! Well what 
could he have wanted? He wanted and 
he needed God, and so will it be with 
people who serve and work for the devil, 
when they come to the end of their jour- 
ney—found wanting, all opportunities 
gone, and while the ceaseless ages of eter- 
nity roll on and on their cry will be, 
“Lost, lost without God.” But thanks and 
praise be unto God, it will not be so with 
the righteous who have submitted to God 
as vessels unto honor. “Oh, taste and see 
that the Lord is good (better than the 
world can afford): blessed is the man 
that trusteth in him. O fcar the Lord, 
ye his saints: for there is no want to 
them that fear him,” Ps. 34:8, 9, but it 
will be eternal joy, peace, happiness, con- 
tentment, and glory throughout eternity 
for them.

proverb, the Jewish people who have 
been scattered among all nations with- 
out a nation are now being established 
in their rightful homeland. Since 1918 
when General Allenby led his soldiers in- 
to Jerusalem and captured the city with- 
out the firing of a gun, which partly re- 
stored the Jews back to their own land, 
they have been returning by the thou- 
sands into Palestine. 

THE JEWS GOD’S INDEX FINGER 

The Jews are God’s fig trees and a kev 
to world movement and the fulfilling of 
prophecy. When we see the fig tree put- 
ting forth its leaves we know that sum- 
mer is nigh. 

REBUILDING OF THE TEMPLE 

The Jews have recently lodged an ap- 
plication with the League of Nations for 
the allotment of a site in the heart of the 
city of Jerusalem for the building of the 
temple. The ark and other furniture have 
already been constructed for this temple. 
It has been nearly 1900 years since the 
Jews have offered the blood of atonement 
unto the God of Israel. They want to 
build a temple that they might offer sac- 
rifices and that God might come down 
and bless them. They are looking for- 
ward to the day when they can rebuild 
the temple and restore on Mount Moriah 
Mosaic ritual and sacrifices in due time. 
We know the temple will be rebuilt ac- 
cording to prophecy. Ex. 40. We sce by 
the signs of the times that God is still 
mindful of His beloved people. 


ISRAEL IN THE WILDERNESS 

Hosea 2:1-4. We find Israel in the wil- 
derness and God speaking comfortingly 
unto her. It seems He has to bring her 
out there from all her pride and fame 
that He may talk to and win her 
heart back from serving idols to the true 
and living God. “Fear not; for thou shalt 
not be ashamed: neither be thou con- 
founded; for thou shalt not be put to 
shame: for thou shalt forget the shame 
of thy youth, and shalt not remember the 
reproach of thy widowhood any more. For 
thy Maker is thine husband; the Lord of 
hosts is his name; and thy Redeemer the 
Holy One of Israel; The God of the 
whole earth shall he be called. For the 
Lord hath called thee as a woman for- 
saken and grieved in spirit, and a wife 
of youth, when thou wast refused, saith 
thy God. For a small moment have I for- 
saken thee; but with great mercies will 
I gather thee. In a little wrath I hid my 
face from thee for a moment; but with 
everlasting kindness will I have mercy 
on thee, saith the Lord thy Redeemer,” 
Isa. 54:4-8. 

It seems from the above scriptures that 
Israel has given heed unto God’s gracious 


and manifold promises which He has 
spoken unto her because we find her 
praising Him. “Behold, God is my salva- 
tion; I will trust, and not be afraid: for 
the Lord JEHOVAH is my strength and 
my song; he also is become my salvation. 
Therefore with joy shall ye draw water 
out of the wells of salvation,” Isa. 12:2,5. 
ALL ISRAEL TO BE SAVED 

“And so all Israel shall be saved: as 
it is written, There shall come out of 
Sion the Deliverer, and shall turn away 
ungodliness from Jacob,” Rom. 11:26. We 
find where God in His wrath hid His 
face for a little moment from Israel and 
they became partly blinded. “For the 
Lord hath redeemed Jacob, and ransomed 
him from tke hand of him that was 
stronger than he. Therefore they shall 
come and sing in the height of Zion, and 
shall flow together to the goodness of the 
Lord, for wheat, and for wine, and for 
oil, and for the young of the flock and 
of the herd; and their soul shall be as 
a watered garden; and they shall not 
sorrow any more at all. Then shall the 
virgin rejoice in the dance, both young 
men and old together for I will turn their 
mourning into joy, and _ will comfort 
them, and make them rejoice from their 
sorrow,” Jer. 31:11-13. 

We find in reading the scriptures chat 
the greatest hope and desire of the Jews 
is that they may once more become a na- 
tion and set up a kingdom with a king 
upon the throne as in the days of David. 

ISRAEL IN THEIR OWN LAND 

So we see Israel once more become a 
nation, coming into their inheritance, 
possessing the land promised to their fa- 
thers Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. “In the 
last days it shall come to pass, that the 
mountain of the house of the Lord shall 
be established in the top of the moun- 
tains, and it shall be exalted above the 
hills; and people shall flow unto it. And 
many nations shall come, and say, Come, 
and let us go up to the mountain of the 
Lord, and te the house of the God of Ja- 
cob; and he will teach us of his Ways, 
and we will walk in his paths: for the 
law shall go forth of Zion, and the word 
of the Lord from Jerusalem. And he shall 
judge among many people, and rebuke 
strong nations afar off; and they shall 
beat their swords into plowshares, and 
their spears into pruning hooks: nations 
shall not lift up a sword against nation, 
neither shall they learn war any more. 
But they shall sit every man under his 
vine and under his fig tree; and none 
shall make them afraid: for the mouth of 
the Lord of hosts hath spoken it,” Micah 
4:1-4. 

We see by the above scripture that the 
kingdom will be fully restored to Israel 
with Jerusalem as its capital, with all 
nations that escaped the sword coming 
under obedience to the king, the Lord of 
lords and King of kings sitting upon His 
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father David’s throne ruling the nations 
with a rod of iron. “And it shall be, that 
whoso will not come up of all the fam- 
ilies of the earth unto Jerusalem to wor- 
ship the King, the Lord of hosts even up- 
on them shall be no rain. And if the fam- 
ily of Egypt go not up, and come not, 
that have no rain; there shall be the 
plague, wherewith the Lord will smite 
the heathen that come not up to keep the 
feast of tabernacles. In that day shall 
there be upon the bells of the horses, 
HOLINESS UNTO THE LORD; and the 
pots in the Lord’s house shall be like the 
bowls before the altar. Yet, every pot in 
Jerusalem and in Judah shall be holiness 
unto the Lord of hosts: and all they that 
sacrifice shall come and taxe of them, 
and seethe therein: and in that day there 
shall be no more the Canaanite in the 
house of the Lord of hosts,” Zeph. 14:17- 
21. 

Just here we see Jesus sitting upon the 
throne of His glory, with the tweive 
apostles sitting upon twelve turones, 
judging the twelve tribes of the children 
of Israel. Matt. 14:28. 

This shall be the final answer to this 
prayer, “Thy kingdom come, thy will be 
done in earth as it is in heaven,” Matt. 
6:10.

EELING the importance of this great 

work, we are trying to keep before 
our people, thru the Evangel, the mission 
cause. The funds are barely ample to take 
care of the workers we have in foreign 
fields. Truly the harvest is ripe and while 
laborers are few we ‘have an opportunity, 
especially in Mexico, to send a well quali- 
fied native worker. Considering the con- 
dition of the world and the growing op- 
position to heartfelt religion, we are pray- 
ing for God to awaken our people to the 
importance of the hour. 

I am sure that the opportunity to work 
in other countries for Jesus will close. 
Prophecy is being fulfilled on every hand. 
The recent movement in Germany, ban- 
ishing the Jews, is an index finger point- 
ing to the soon coming of Jesus. It is a 
warning that this noble work of carrying 
the Gospel to other nations will soon 
close. 

Our work in the Bahamas and Jamaica 
is moving along nicely but we certainly 
need funds to increase this work. We re- 
ceived a letter on this mail containing 
$200.00, given by a member of the Church 
who is especially interested in foreign 
work. The party stated in the letter that 
the distribution is to be made by the 
Mission Board. It moves our eyes to tears 
and brings joy to our hearts to know 
that God is touching the hearts of His 
people to aid in this great work. 

Somehow the Church has never done 
what we feel it should do for missions. 
The Assembly has outlined a plan which 
if followed would bring into the treasury 
ample funds for putting missionaries in 
most every available place, but for some 
reason our ministers have neglected Lo 
do just what the Assembly has required. 
Remember this is an act of the Assembly 
and to be loyal you certainly should 
practice the rules outlined by the Assem- 
bly while in session. Every minister is 
required to raise for missions each 
month an amount equal to five per cent 
of the tithes paid into his treasury. Fifty 
per cent of this is to be kept in the state 
where it is raised for mission work in the 
homeland, and fifty per cent is to be 
sent to Headquarters to be used in sup- 
porting the foreign work. I wish to kind- 
ly insist on every minister taking up this 
question with his church and seeing that 
the amount is raised and sent into Head- 
quarters at once. The night is far spent, 
the day is at hand, and we must hurry 
if we accomplish what we feel that God 
would have us accomplish in the mission 


field. 
The Assembly also required that “the 


state and district overseers keep the mis- 
sion cause before the people in their con- 
vention work, and that an offering be 
taken in each district and state conven- 
tion and sent to the General Secretary tu 
support this mission cause.” And that “a 
mission box be placed in each _ local 
church to contain freewill offerings for 
the mission cause, said box to be opened 
and taxen care of by the local church 
treasurer and finance committee and the 
money collected in same ‘be sent to Head- 
quarters monthly,’ with the name of the 
local church and the number of members 
to be read in open Assembly offering for 
mission work.” Also that “the plan for 
each local church to have a missionary 
committee or society to stimulate the mis- 
sion cause * * * be put into effect.” 

May God’s Spirit and power stir each 
heart to duty until we accomplish that 
that God would have us in sending the 
Gospel to these needy fields. If you could 
only see the great need of the Gospel in 
Mexico, surely you would be moved to 
duty in helping these precious people in 
finding Jesus before it is too late. May 
God bless each one is my prayer.

RESURRECTION FROM A SCRIPTURAL 
STANDPOINT 


“Moreover, brethren, I declare unto you 
the gospel which I preached unto you, 
which also ye have received, and wherein 
ye stand.” “The gospel,’—the “good news” 
of the death of Christ, having died in the 
sinner’s stead, could mean nothing separaie 
from the doctrine of the resurrection. 
When the apostles preached Jesus they ai- 
so preached the resurrection (Acts 17:18; 
23:6; Acts 1:22; 4:2; 1 Pet. 3:21). What 
began as “good news” pointing unto His 
sacrifice, ended with the “glorious news” 
of His resurrection. “Ye have received.” 
The Corinthians had not been like Christ’s 
“own” who “received him not.” John 1:11. 

Vv. 2. “By which also ye are saved.” It 
was little less than surprising that neces- 
sity required the making known again unto 
them a gospel (1) he had preached unio 
them, (2) they also had received, and (3) 
in which they now stood fast (Rom. 5:2; 
Eph. 4:13), and (4) by means of which 
they were now in a state of safety; they 
were in that blessed company mentioned 
in Acts 2:47. “Keep in memory.” All tkat 
is necessary after being saved, is to hoid 
fast (ch. 11:2; Heb. 2:1-4; 4:1; 1 Thess. 
5:21; Heb. 10:23). “Believed in vain.” 
“Rashly” or “without evidence,” “without 
effect” (Rom. 13:4; Gal. 3:4; 4:11; Rev. 
2:10). See “stony ground” (Matt. 13:21). 

V. 3. “Delivered * * * which I also re- 
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ceived.” The apostle contends that he re 
ceived not his gospel “of man, but by the 
revelation of Jesus Christ.” Gal. 3:13. He 
recalls the appearance of the risen and glo- 
rified Christ, on his way unto Damascus 
(Acts 9:5), and rehearses with emphasis 
the truth of both His death and resurrec- 
tion. 

“For our sins.” “On behalf of” (1 Cor. 
1:13; Rom. 5:8; 2 Cor. 5:21; 1 Pet. 2:24). 
Such passages involve Christ as our Sin 
Offering for the forgiveness of sins. “Ac- 
cording to the scriptures.” The chief pas- 
sages referred to are perhaps Isa. 53:5-8; 
Dan. 9:26; Psa. 22; Zech. 12:10, together 
with such types as Gen. 22, referring un- 
to the Paschal Lamb. Jesus did not leave 
this important truth untouched. See 24:25- 
46; Acts 8:32-35; 17:3; 26:22-23; John 
2:22; 20:9; 1 Pet. 1:11. 

V. 4. “He rose again.” Psa. 16:10; Isa. 
53:10; Hos. 6:2; Jonah 2:10; Cf. Matt, 12: 
40; 16:4; Acts 2:31; 13:34. 

Vv. 5. “That he was seen of Cephas,” 
Luke 24:34. “Also of Mary,” John 20:14. 
But the women are omitted as apostolic 
evidences. “Then of the twelve,” John 20: 
19-26. To witness to the resurrection was 
a function “of the twelve,” Acts 2:23; 3: 
15; 10:40. 

V. 6. “Seen of above five hundred breth- 
ren at once.” Where this event took place 
is possibly not known for certain, how- 
ever, it is possible that it occurred on the 
mountain, in the light of Matt. 26:32; 28: 
16, 17. “Of whom the greater part remain 
unto the present.” This shows that the 
resurrection was not a thing “done in a 
corner” (Acts 26:26). 

Vv. 7. “Seen of James.” Reference here 
is perhaps unto “the Lord’s brother” (Gal. 
2:9; Acts 15:13; 21:18). “Then of the 
twelve.” Acts 1:3; Luke 24:50. 

V. 8 “Last of all he was seen of me.” 
A reference to the vision on the road to 
Damascus is no doubt meant (Acts 9:5; 
22:14; 26:16). 

THE ORDER OF THE RESURRECTION 

V. 20. “Christ is risen from the dead.” 
Since the supposition was that He had not 
risen, the apostle after citing the number 
of witnesses having seen Him after He 
arose, emphasizes again that He “is risen 
from the dead.” “Firstfruits of them that 
slept.” Referring to the wave sheaf (Lev. 
23:10) which was the firstfruits of the har- 
vest, which was a pledge of the harvest, so 
Christ is the firstfruits and pledge of tbe 
resurrection of all mankind. 


V. 21. “By man came death.” See Rom. 
5:12-17; 6:21-23. 
V. 22. “As in Adam al] die.” All of us 


are partakers of the nature of Adam. All 
are, therefore, liable to the death that na- 
ture made, which governs and conditions 
humanity. “In Christ shall all be made 
alive.” This part of the sentence refers to 
the “resurrection of judgment” which fol- 
lows that of the resurrection of life. This 
reference is in harmony with John 5:28-29 
and other scriptures relating the two 
resurrections. See Dan. 12:2, 3. 

V. 23. “In his own order.” The classical 
Greek word means “a cohort,” which must 
either refer to rank, or order of succession. 
“Christ the firstfruits.” A reference to 
Matt. 27:51-53, with Lev. 23:10. “Christ’s 
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at his coming.” “The dead in Christ,” 1 
Thess. 4:16. Literally from Greek “parou- 
sia,” translated “to appear,” or presence. 
See 1 Thess. 4:14-17; Rev. 20:5. 

THE END OF THE KINGDOM AGE 

V. 24. “The end.” The end of all things 
beyond which the vision of our Christian 
understanding is vague. “Delivered up the 
kingdom to God.” Not the kingdom of His 
coequal with God, but the mediatorial 
kingdom which ends with redemption com 
pleted. “Have put down all rule * * * au- 
thority and power.” Shall have annulled or 
abolished the Satanic kingdoms and au- 
thority. See Col. 2:15; Eph. 4:8; 6:12. 

V. 25. “He must reign (in His mediator- 
ial kingdom) till he hath put,” possibly in 
the light of Psa. 2:9; Heb. 10:13. 

V. 26. “The last enemy that shall be de- 
stroyed is death.” The last of our enemies 
is death. In what light we are to take this 
rendering is uncertain. Death has already 
been destroyed for the saint of God through 
the resurrection. It could be a possible ref- 
erence to the agency of death. Death and 
Hades and the devil, “who hath power of 
death,” are all doomed to abolution in the 
light of 2 Tim. 1:10; Heb. 2:14; Rev. 20: 
14,

vened here at the Winnsboro, S.C. church 
Jan. 10-20, there were so many good 
things said and such a good spirit was 
existing among the people. I won’t be 
able to tell all the good that was done 
but will say that the good Lord certain- 
ly did bless our souls in a great way. 
There were several different speakers on 
the program. They certainly did give out 
the Word of God with much power and 
demonstration of the Spirit. That made 
our souls feast at the Lord’s table. We 
had music and singing by our state over- 
seer, H. L. Whittington, and we just do 
not know how to appreciate the Bible 
School quartet that sang so many good 
songs. Their singing was enjoyed so 
much.
